EAST PRAIRIE — WhenLonnie 
M. Adkisson, 21, form er star 
athlete at East Prairie high 
school was paralyzed in a swim­ 
ming pool accident trom his 
shoulder down, he thought it 
was a blessing in disguise. He 
L determined to become inde­ 
pendent as he embarks on a new 
career. 


“ I feel my handicap has been 
a blessing to me. It has given 
me a different outlook on life,’’ 
he said. 
He is the son of Mrs. Gilbert 
Adkisson, who lives on route 
105, near the eastern city limits. 
He received his high school 
diploma May 31, 1963. 
The next afternoon, he and his 
brother Robert, a lower class­ 
man, and a chum, Danny Dotson, 
another graduate, went to the 
city’s swimming pool. 
Each took turns in diving from 
the high board. 
It was on the “ fifth or sixth 
dive’’ said Lonnie Adkisson, 
“ when the diving board broke in 
the center and slivered, throw­ 
ing me to the edge of the 
sloping part oi the pool into the 
shallow part head first. 
“ The lifeguard, Charles Hat- 
chel, saw’ what happened, and I 
was conscious all the while. He 
told them to get an ambulance. 
It was only a short time until 
I was in the Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital, Sikeston, 
and then for only a few min­ 


utes.” 


“ I remembered 
the doctor 
there advising my mother to 
have me taken to the Baptist 
Hospital in Memphis, as my 
neck was broken and he could 
do nothing for me.” 
Donnie recalls the pre-oper­ 
ation day when “ my pain was 
almost unbearable.” 
“ They would not give me any 
pain killer,” he recalled, “ un­ 
til the operation had been per­ 
formed, in order that the suc­ 
cess or failure of the nerve 
system could be found. I well 
recall biting my lips so severely 
that I drew blood, but I held on 
during the seven-hour opera­ 
tion. 
“ I remained in the hospital 
seven weeks and started re­ 
gaining the use of my hands and 
arm s. The cervical in my neck 
bone had been crushed, and the 
surgeons had to remove bone 
particles to 
relieve the pres­ 
sure from my spinal cord. As 
I mentioned before, I remember 
most of the operation, because 
I was without any anesthetic 
during most of it. 
“ In July, 1963, I was taken to 
the Jewish Hospital in St. Louis, 
where I spent the next 14 months, 
and showed improvement with 
arms and hands so that I was 
able to learn to do a few things. 
“ I improved enough that I 
had an ambition to go on to 
college, and entered Southeast 
Missouri State at Cape G irar­ 


deau, driving 110 miles each day 
with friends. After one and a 
half sem esters, I had to give 
it up as too much of a strain, 
due 
to 
the hills 
and the 
weather.” 
He had been given a scholar­ 
ship as an all-conference center 
in football, and had starred In 
track in shotput, discus, and 
pole vaulting. He was only of 
average size and weight. 
He made a trip to Oklahoma 
State 
Tech., 
Okmulgee, but 
found that he would not be able 
to receive any additional train­ 
ing for a handicapped person, 
and decided to take training with 
the Community Business Asso­ 
ciates, for the handicapped, and 
has trained in his home since 
Feb. 8 of this year. 
E arlier he had an antique shop 
and sold guns until he took a 
franchise with the CBSA. 
He has now opened his own 
shop at the eastern city limits 
and is equipped to do copying 
jobs. 
“ I have done quite a bit of 
work in the past two months, 
but there is a limit, since our 
town is small, and I intend to 
branch out,” he said. “ I plan 
to be a real estate broker with 
a motor club, and will also 
advance in other fields. 
“ I have resigned myself to 
my handicap, but it has given 
me power and strength to sit 
down and plan a future, and 
within the next 10 years I hope 
to be financially independent,”

Communism — Moscow style — has not 
changed any of its goals but it is bending a 
little these days instead of following inflexible 
custom. 
On Wednesday Pope Paul VI and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko made history by meet­ 
ing at the Vatican. The session was stripped of 
the usual religious fanfare given such visits 
but it marked the first papal audience ever given 
a minister of a Communist government. 
The two men agreed on the need to work to­ 
gether. They met and talked for 45 minutes, 
which indicates an extensive conversation. 
The talks were a continuation of another 
milestone in papal history because they began 
when the two men conversed in a receiving 
line during the pope’s unprecedented, flying 
visit to the United Nations in October. 
Now that channels have been opened there 
may be a better accommodation between the 
half-billion-member Catholic church and the 
Communist world, including a papal visit behind 
the Iron Curtain. 
Gromyko and his wife had been seeing the 
sights in Rome just as do thousands of other 
tourists from abroad. His visit with the pope 
was private but the effect may be far reaching. 
Prospects for keeping the peace are at least 
a little brighter because of it.

WISCONSIN’S SEXY POLITICS 
Tongues may cluck and fingers may wag when 
Wisconsin’s Young Republicans open a three- 
day convention on Friday, April 29. Thanks 
to the Young Democrats, who met last month, 
the G.O.P. striplings have an issue: sex. With 
more courage than political acumen, the Young 
Democrats approved a plank calling for “aboli­ 
tion of all legal restriction on sexual relations 
between consenting adults which do not violate 
the rights of others.” Gov. Warren P. Knowles, 
a Republican, commented that “When the Young 
Democrats split into ‘homocrats’ and Democrats 
it is going too far.” 
Chances are the sexual freedom plank will 
never get off the platform. So far, Illinois 
is the only state which has removed the penalty 
on homosexual relations in private between 
consenting adults.

WHAT COTTON MEANS TO 
MISSOURI 
In the 
state of 
Missouri, 
205.000 people live wholly or 
in very substantial part upon 
incomes earned directly from 
cotton. These include 3.6,000 
people living 
in cotton farms 
and 58,000 others whose bread­ 
winners are seasonal workers 
on cotton farms. The remaining 
111.000 consist of people whose 
income earners work in gins or 
for apparel manufacturers, plus 
cotton's pro rata share of those 
living on incomes from farm 
supply stores, merchandising 
operations, etc. 
This by no means tells the 
whole story because statistics 
are not available on the people 
working in oil mills and cotton 
warehouses; and there is noway 
to compute the number of em­ 
ployees concerned with cotton 
in banks, -insurance agencies, 
department 
stores, 
motor 
frieght lines, and many other 
fields. 
The cash receipts from cotton 
and 
cottonseed by Missouri 
farmers during calendar years 
1962 and 1963 averaged $84 
million. This makes cotton the 
second most important cash 
crop next to soybeans, despite

WASHINGTON -• When Victor 
Wickersham, Oklahoma Demo­ 
crat, first came to congress, 
back in the 1940s 
he made a 
speech in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives in which he said: 
“ I am a poor man.” He advo­ 
cated an increase in congres­ 
sional salaries. 
Today, the congressman from 
Mangum, Okla., is trying to get 
back in congress, even though 
congressional salaries are low. 
But this time he can't claim 
he is poor. For in the files 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission is a statement in 
which Wickersham applies to 
buy radio station KREK in Sapul- 
pa, showing that his net worth 
is $1,579,789 and that in 90 days 
he sold over $3 million worth 
of life insurance. 
Just how the poor boy who 
once listed himself in the con­ 
gressional 
directory 
as 
“ reared on a cotton, wheat 
and dairy farm,” made him­ 
self 
a 
millionaire 
is a 
fascinating story. 
During much of this time he 
was serving in congress, yet 
the money kept rolling in. Here 
is the inside story of how he 
made himself a millionaire: 
First he got his 72-year-old 
father a Job on Uncle Sam's 
payroll as a library of congress 
watchman and Capitol Hill ele­ 
vator operator. This saved fam­ 
ily upkeep. 
Second he ran a used- car 
lot on a rent - free congres­ 
sional parking lot with the taxes 
paid for by Uncle Sam. 
He also put James W. Tay­ 
lor on the congressional pay­ 
roll at the rate of $7,720 a 
year, though Taylor was then 
traveling 
as a commission 
salesman for the Herd Equip­ 
ment company in Oklahoma. 
Taylor 
claimed 
he 
was 
sampling voter sentiment fbr 
the congressman. 
“ HE'S A LIAR” 
Wickersham also conducted 
real estate buying and selling 
on the side and put Lloyd Mat­ 
thews in his Washington real 
estate office at 
a congres­ 
sional salary of $2,298. The 
salary was paid by all the tax­ 
payers but was used to operate 
a private real estate office. 
When the congressman's fi­ 
nancial frfre rattans were pub­ 


lished in this column, he re­ 
sorted to the usual defense of a 
.public official caught in the 
act -• he called me a “liar.” 
Simultaneously 
Matthews 
wrote this letter to Aubrey 
Witt, 
also on Wickersham's 
-staff: 
“ Mr. Wickersham told me... 
to keep my mouth shut. Amaz­ 
ing how a man’s magnanimity 
increases in 
direct propor­ 
tion to the duress under which 
he 
is subjected. 
He, out 
of the clear blue sky, asked 
me how I would like to help 
with the 
census. . . adding 
whipped cream to the dessert, 
he continued: *How would you 
like to go to West Point?” ’ 
Though Victor made a pre­ 
tense of turning his real estate 
business over to his brother- 
in-law after that, actually he 
continued more active than ever 
- and made more money than 
ever. 
He had an uncanny knowledge 
of where the government was 
going to buy property and was 
Johnny4>n-the-spot in buying all 
around it. 
He snapped up land in the 
vicinity of the air force aca­ 
demy in Colorado Springs; ac­ 
quired 882.5 acres on the edge 
of the Everglades National Park 
in Florida; made a cool $185,- 
000 profit in less than a year 
on Maryland 
land which the 
geological survey contemplated 
buying. 
Wickersham also arranged— 
together with Rep. Frank Boy­ 
kin of Mobile, Ala., later on 
convicted of a conflict of in­ 
terest - for options on 
5,- 
300 acres of land 
outside 
Washington selected by the air 
force for a signal installation. 
Wickersham was then a mem­ 
ber of the House Armed Ser­ 
vices committee which handled 
air force problems. 
That's part of the story on 
how the cotton • pickin' con­ 
gressman from Oklahoma was 
able to build up a net worth 
of million and a half dollars.. 
That may also be one reason 
he 
wants 
to come back to 
congress. 
WHAT DID LBJ INTERRUPT? 
When Ken Galbraith, the Har­ 
vard professor who made his­ 
tory as Kennedy's Ambassador 
to India, wrote his speech to 


be delivered before Americans 
for Democratic Action, he sent 
. a copy, in advance, to the White 
House. 
He was not required to do 
this, since he has been out of 
government for three years. 
. However, since the speech was 
critical 
of some important 
figures in and around the John­ 
son administration, he did so 
as a courtesy. 
The speech was a brilliant 
defense of the President. It re­ 
minded ADA liberals that John­ 
son had inherited the Viet Nam 
war, that the moves he had 
made in the war were not im­ 
pulsive personal decisions, but 
the considered judgment of the 
National Security Council, and 
that LBJ had been “a force for 
restraint against the old foreign 
policy.” 
He described the architects 
of this out • dated policy as 
“ The Dulles • McCloyAovett 
communion, 
with which I am 
sure Secretary Rusk would wish 
to be associated, and of which 
Dean Acheson is a Latter-Day 
Saint.” 


While he did not spell out the 
details, 
Prof. Galbraith knew 
that in various backstage con­ 
ferences Johnson had stood up 
against the pro-war anti-Rus­ 
sian clique in the state depart­ 
ment, as for instance his junk­ 
ing the ML F plan to put mul- 
tilaterally controlled nuclear 
missiles on NATO warships. 
After sending his speech to 
the White House, Galbraith got 
a phone call from Walt Rostow, 
former professor at neighbor­ 
ing M. I. T. in Cambridge and 
now security adviser to the 
President. Rostow is one of 
the old - school Dulles-Acheson 
clique. 
“ I want to talk to you about 
your speech,” said Rostow. 
Suddenly an interrupting voice 
came over the phone. “ The 
President is calling you, Mr. 
Rostow,” said the telephone 
operator. 
That ended the conversation. 
Rostow never called back, Gal­ 
braith went ahead with 
his 
speech. He never did find out 
what his colleague in Cambridge 
planned to say — though 
he 
suspected it would have been 
hirhlv critical.

ALLIANCE FOR SOCIALISM 
There hasn’t been much about 
the Alliance for Progress in 
the news recently; but as one of 
the biggest wheels on the run­ 
away engine of our foreign aid 
program, it still keeps rolling 
along. 
The Alliance for Progress was 
sold to the public as America’s 
answer to 
Castro in 
Latin 
America. It was to be a mas­ 
sive foreign 
aid handout to 
raise the low living standards 
on which communism allegedly 
thrives. In order to get the hand­ 
outs, Latin American countries 
were to be required to make 
basic changes in their govern­ 
ment, evonomy and way of life 
so as to organize themselves in 
a manner more satisfactory to 
the aid planners in Washington. 
One of the biggest projects 
of the Alliance for Progress was 
Brazil. Hundreds of millions of 
dollars were given to the gov­ 
ernment of the farleft former 
president of Brazil, Goulart.

Mr. Weber, a hulking ex-prize 
fighter, gained prominence in 
the outerworld recently when 
he 
told 
the 
President's 
Economic Advisers to go to 
hell. 
They had had the temerity to 
invite in this regional president 
of the nation's strongest, pace- 
setting, wage-making Operating 
Engineers' Union, Local 825 
- and tell him that his demand 
for a $54-a-week raise per man 
was inflationary. That was in 
March. 
He later 
strangely 
agreed to submit to “ final and 
binding arbitration.” 
There 
have since been a 
series of meetings. Last Mon­ 
day (April 25) 
Mr. Weber 
sat in on one of those sessions 
- an extremely secretive one 
- and heard the results of a 
new York management firm’s 
analysis of his contract 
de­ 
mands. 
When asked to comment on the 
management firm’s analysis of 
what he calls his “ super-super 
contract,” Mr. Weber reverted 
to his elemental eloquence. 
“It stunk,” said he. 
All this might delight the soul 
of my late friend Damon Runyon. 
But it’s not easing the blood 
pressure 
of 
White 
House 
specialists 
and contractors 
handling some $200 million in 
N. J . federal construction work. 
Though Mr. Weber's influence 
sprawls over New YorkandNew 
Jersey, as he goes so goes the 
nation’s building and construc­ 
tion costs. Those two words 
could cost the country hundreds 
of millions of dollars in in­ 
creased slum clearance, urban 
rehabilitation, school building, 
road - making, bridge and con­ 
struction costs. 
For at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning Mr. Weber went to 
Room 3428 in the Labor Dept, 
for a meeting at which every­ 
body was sworn to true-blue 
secrecy. 
Mr. Weber was there because 
he had agreed, much to the sur­ 
prise and delight of the White 
House, to accept “ final 
and 
binding arbitration” by Labor 
Secy. Wirtz and New Jersey 
Labor Commissioner Raymond 
Male. 
But the earthy Mr. Weber and 
the simple folk of the 
Labor 
Dept, 
appear 
to 
have no 
semantic empathy. 


By four o’clock he apparently 
had decided he did not like what 
he heard during the rare sub­ 
mission to arbitration of a con­ 
struction union’s contract de­ 
mands involving anything which 
cost money. 
He indicated that after the 
“ final and binding arbitration” 
award was made “his mem­ 
bers” would have to vote on ac­ 
cepting it. 
Apparently, Mr. Weber must 
have many things on his mind- 
like the federal indictment on 
charges of Taft • Hartley vio­ 
lation Involving five cars, fuel 
for a yacht, credit cards and 
things. 
It must have escaped him that 
his membership already had 
voted at a night meeting on 
March 28 by a tally of 1,200 
to zero to accept “ final and 
binding arbitration” by Willard 
Wirtz and the gentleman from 
New Jersey. 
This vote had given the na­ 
tion its first hope that today's 
series 
of 
massive strikes 
against 
the President’s 3.2 
per cent wage • price guide- 
post might be ended on a pat­ 
tern of “ final 
and binding 
arbitration.” 
Now it appears that Mr. 
Weber wants his members once 
more to vote on this “final 
and binding arbitration” to de­ 
cide whether it is really final 
and on whom it is binding. 
Since 
Mr. Weber again ap­ 
pears to be seeking a $1.35*n- 
hour Increase, the President's 
anti - inflation guidepost seems 
to be left behind. 
At this moment the 
White 
House has called for the meet­ 
ing of the President’s Advisory 
Committee On Labor Manage­ 
ment Policy. That is scheduled 
for early May. 
It 
will be 
followed by a 
plenum of the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council. Of course, the 
President's ceiling on wages 
and prices will be the central 
motif of the sessions as well 
as of a White House dinner to 
which Mr. Johnson has invited 
the labor leaders. 
The labor leaders will make 
every effort to raise 
the 
roof on 
wages. Since Mr. 
George Meany is in the hospital 
and Mr. Dave Dubinsky is in 
Europe, there will be 
many 
empty chairs. Some of them 
will be occupied by the image 
of the absent, but ever-present, 
Mr. Weber and his northern 
colleagues. 
They will do labor's public 
image and private persuasive­ 
ness little good. 
Not even in America can one 
tell all of the people all of the 
time to*o to hell.

NEW YORK (A P)—Prices In 
the nation's food markets this 
week are about as unpredictable 
as the weather. 
And shoppers who are basing 
some hope of lower food bills 
this summer on the weather are 
holding their breath. 
A cold snap In the Pacific 
Northwest 
dropped tempera­ 
tures to well below freezing in 
some areas, causing some dam­ 
age to the pea crop and to sweet 
cherries, apricots, plums and 
early apples. Plums were badly 
hurt in some Oregon areas. The 
cold slowed the Northwestern 
asparagus harvest. 
Freezes also have damaged 
the sweet cherries in Michigan. 
The Florida citrus crop is 
coming along fine, but needs 
rain. So does the whole North­ 
east — dried by a five-year 
drought. 
Tornadoes ripped through the 
Tampa, Lakeland the Winter 
Haven areas of Florida earlier 
this month, but caused little 
damage to the fruit. 
In Wisconsin, it has been too 
wet and too cool, slowing pea 
planting. 
A big item in the mounting 
food bills for months has been 
meat. 
Pork played a major role. 
Prices reached high levels dur­ 
ing the winter when production 
was down. 
As consumers switched to oth­ 
er meats, the prices of the sub­ 
stitutes rose, too. Now pork 
marketings are near their usual 
spring peak, and prices have 
declined.

NEW YORK (AP) — Profits 
of U £ . corporations are averag­ 
ing 11 per cent higher than a 
year ago. If this gain holds, the 
total net income after taxes for 
all 1966 would rise to more than 
$48 billion from last 
year's 
$44.5 billion. Very rarely have 
first quarter results been more 
pleasing for the nation's 20 mil­ 
lion individual shareholders. 
The first 132 of the nation's 
larger corporations to report on 
first quarter earnings show only 
19 trailing a year ago.Thetotal 
for the 132 is $4,054,596,000 
against $2,748,958,000 in the 
first three months of 1965. 
The giants have impressive 
figures. Six companies so far 
have 
reported 
first 
three 
months* profits in excess of 
$100 million. These are: Ameri­ 
can Telephone* Telegraph $455 
million, Jersey Standard Oil 
$294 million, Texaco $176 mil­ 
lion, Gulf Oil $127 million, IBM 
$124 million, du Pont $102 mil­ 
lion. 
The steel Industry is the chief 
dropout from the profits parade 
in the first quarter. Nine com­ 
panies to report so far show a 
combined drop of 17.5 per cent 
from the 1965 level. Some big 
companies were considerably 
behind the average. UJS. Steed 
trailed a year ago by 32 per cent 
and Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
by 35 per cent. 
But the steel Industry expects 
the comparison with last year to 
look much better when the en­ 
tire 1966 results are in. that is 
because 
last 
year's 
first 
quarter was unusually good, due 
to 
bier orders by customers 
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plus 
relay and high 
point 
trophies In each division. 
S.M.S. has a strong chance of 
winning in the freshman divi­ 
sion this year, and the 7th and 
8th graders should be up toward 
the top of their division also.

CHARLESTON

mately 100 members attended 
the first general meeting of the 
M ississippi County Recreation

erranean for almost a month 
without surfacing. 
In many ways, the stay was 
reminiscent of space exploits. 
The men existed in a completely 
artificial environment and spent 
must of their time, inside and 
outside, 
performing 
experi­ 
ments. One involved repair of 
an oil rig, designed to see 
whether hard, physical work 
could be tackled so deep by men 
with aqualungs. 
The commentary, partly by 
Cousteau and generally by Or­ 
son Welles, was precise, infor­ 
mative and almost poetic. Much 
of the program's startling beau­ 
ty was in the color and shadings 
of light and dark.

Bid Low 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — Two 
Cape Girardeau contractors, the 
R. B. Potashnick Co. and the 
D. L. Harrison Co., in a Joint 
effort with a North Carolina 
concern, submitted the low bid 
Tuesday for a road project in 
Guatemala. 
The bid for about 60 miles of 
asphalt surfacing in the Cen­ 
tral American nation was $3,- 
466,515. The only other bid was 
submitted by Nat Harrison and 
Associates of Miami, Fla., at 
$3,484,720. 
The project is be ing totally fi­ 
nanced by the United States gov­ 
ernment through a foreign aid 
program. 
Donald L. Harrison, president 
of D. L. Harrison Co., said only 
American or Guatemalan com­ 
panies were eligible to bid on 
the job, as one of the stipula­ 
tions in the aid grant. 
He said the Republic of Guate­ 
mala has recommended that the 
Potashnick and Harrison com­ 
panies, and the third concern in 
the venture, the Nello Teer Co. 
of Durham, N.C., be awarded 
the contract. 
Harrison said the formal ac­ 
tion will be taken by the U.S. 
government and It will probably 
be several months before all the 
details are resolved. 
He said work is expected to be­ 
gin in late summer. 
Work, which is to be done over 
a two-year period, can 
take 
place only about six months out 
of a year, Harrison said, be­ 
cause of the long rainy season 
in 
Guatemala 
which 
cor­ 
responds to summer here. 
The road, whose improvement 
is considered part of a rural 
economic 
development 
pro­ 
gram in the nation, connects 
two relatively small commu­ 
nities, Rio Hondo and Esqui- 
tulas. 
Harrison said the three Amer­ 
ican companies will send su­ 
pervisory and 
administration 
personnel to the job, but that 
local labor will be employed. 
He said also that equipment 
will have to be sent to Guate­ 
mala from the States. 
This will be the third foreign 
job for the Potashnick com­ 
pany. That concern is engaged 
_ in a road-building job in Japan 
and previously had done work in 
Syria.

Hacking into jungles and dig­ 
ging through tunnels along the 
Cambodian border ju st70 miles 
from Saigon, troops of the 1st 
Infantry Division discovered at 
least 30 large caches of rice, 
salt cooking oil and clothing. 
The supply camp was a vital 
stop 
on what is commonly 
called the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 
But here the trail is an interna­ 
tional 
waterway — the Rach 
Beng Go River. 
The 
river winds 
20 miles 
through C Zone, a dense Jungle 
dominated for decades by the 
Viet Cong, and forms the border 
between Cambodia and South 
Viet Nam. 
It connects 
with 
several 
west into Cambodia and south 
into Viet Nam's Mekong Delta. 
Last Sunday the entire field 
force of the 1st Division, joined 
by a 
Vietnamese 
division, 
launched a 
giant operation 
named Birmingham to destroy 
Viet Cong supply and communi­ 
cation lanes in the area. 
A day - long airlift brought 
thousands of combat troops to a 
forward base near Tay Ninh. A 
convoy 60 miles long poured in 
heavy equipment 
from the 1st 
Division base camp 10 miles 
north of Saigon.Nearly 100heli­ 
copters landed several battal­ 
ions in jungle clearings parallel 
to the border. 
For three days the infantry­ 
men battled the thick jungle but 
found nothing. Solitary snipers 
took a daily toll. Scores of men 
collapsed in broiling heat that 
soared to 107 degrees every aft­ 
ernoon. 
Late Tuesday a platoon came 
to a clearing where the trees 
had been chopped down. Boards 
made from the timber were in 
stacks. 
Small patrols fanned out, and 
each found trails that covwrged 
at a point alongside the Rach 
Beng Go River. 
Suddenly the men came on a 
large tin • roofed storage hut. 
It held about 90 sacks of com­ 
mercially 
bagged, 
polished 
rice. Each sack weighed 
220 
pounds. 
Many of them were stenciled 
with the names of 
shipping 
firms in Formosa, Penang, Ma­ 
laysia and Singapore. Others 
were U. S. aid sacks. At one 
pound a day, this cache alone 
would feed 2,000 enemy troops 
for 100 days. 
American 
patrols 
quickly 
moved down the river banks. 
One squad leader reported an­ 
other 100 tons of rice loose in 
bins. Another found 50 tons of 
rock salt. Another found bundles 
of plastic material for ponchos, 
stacked 10 feet high and filling 
a warehouse the size of a large 
truck. 
Sheets of tin were stacked six 
feet high. There were hundreds 
of gallons 
of cooking oil. A 
nearby company found 800 black 
shirts and trousers. 
Not a shot was fired. Hiere 
was no sign of life. 
A woman's cloth bag was dis­ 
covered along a jungle trail. 
Together with love letters were 
bank notes from North Viet 
Nam, South Viet Nam and Cam­ 
bodia. An intelligence officer 
picked out a piece of paper. It 
said: "Received for rice-224,- 
000 piasters," equivalent on the 
official South Vietnamese ex­ 
change to a little more than $3,- 


000. The receipt apparently was 
for a truckload of rice. 
Alpha Company had found the 
heart of a distribution center. 
Goods — apparently purchased 
in large markets, possibly ir 
Cambodia — moved along the 
river in barges. 
Traveling along the river was 
safe for the Viet Cong and its 
commercial friends. American 
and Vietnamese forces are not 
allowed to fire on or beyond the 
river unless they are fired on 
first. 
Once inside 
South Viet Nam, 
the goods reached Viet Cong 
fighting units over hidden trails. 
It was carried on human backs, 
oxcarts and sometimes trucks. 
Trails fanning out from the dis­ 
tribution center showed foot­ 
prints, hoof marks and the carS 
wheel ruts. 
Captured documents revealed 
that the massive operation was 
administered by two Viet Cong 
logistic companies. 
As the troops searched,Am er­ 
ican jets and helicopters strafed 
and bombed the jungle around 
them. As the planes passed over 
Cambodian territory, 
shots 
were fired at them. The bullets 
did no damage and the aircraft 
did not fire back. 
Reports continued to come in 
of more finds. Alpha Company 
alone accounted for more than 
350 tons of goods. 
Division command decided it 
was too big a job to carry the 
goods out and it was too danger­ 
ous to have million-dollar cargo 
helicopters brought in so close 
to the border, across which ene­ 
my machine gunners could lie 
in wait. The goods had to be 
destroyed.

Colton Research and Promotion 
Investment Can Pay Big Returns 


Mississippi leaders and others 
attending the National 
Cotton 
Council annual meeting at Jack­ 
sonville, Florida this past week 
favor swift passage of enabling 
legislation which will permit 
cotton producers to establish an 
effective research and promo­ 
tion program. 
C. G. Cortright of 
Rolling 
Fork, retiring president, and 
now chairman of the Board, un­ 
derscored the importance of 
such a program in his keynote 
speech at the convention. If 
we are to get carryover under 
control and have an expanding 
production base in the cotton 
Industry, he said, we must move 
out and win bigger markets for 
our fiber. 
Public hearings are scheduled 
soon on a bill Introduced in Con­ 
gress by Rep. Harold D. Cooley 
(D-NC) to facilitate a grower- 
fiananced research and promo­ 
tion 
program to make cotton 
fully competitive. It would pro­ 
vide for use of a referendum 
to let farmers decide on the es­ 
tablishing of a uniform collec­ 
tion system of funds for cotton 
research and promotion. 
The Cooley bill stipulates that 
the collection plan of one dollar 
per bale would go into effect 
when approved by two-thirds of 
the cotton producers voting in 
the referendum on two-thirds 
of the production of farmers 
voting in it. 
Such a program seems timely 
and necessary, since leaders 
generally agree that the U.S. 
cotton industry has an extra­ 
ordinary opportunity to start 
sharing in the long-term mar­ 


ket growth for fibers, provided 
the industry strikes back with 
an intensified program of re­ 
search and promotion. 
It is estimated that domestic 
use of cotton could increase by 
nearly 500,000 bales annually 
for the next five years and, if 
the U.S. held its present share 
of the foreign fiber market, 
an average increase of 600,000 
bales yearly could be achieved 
in our exports. 
Based on these assumptions, 
American cotton's total market 
could grow by more than one 
million bales a year and in five 
years the total would have risen 
above 18 million bales. This is 
a highly attractive prospect, 
well worth the modest invest- 


ment proposed by cotton lead­ 
ers for stepped up research and 
promotion in this area of keen 
competition.

CHURCH OF GOD IN CHRIST 


BELL CITY 


The Church of God in Christ first came to thi^ 
community on January 8, 1924 by a band of 
Saints that moved from Schlater, Miss., who 
were members of a church there. Pastored 
by Elder Jonas Jackson, founded by Bishop C.H. 
Mason of Memphis, Tenn. 
Among this group was the families of E. W. 
Warfield, William Warfield, Walter Warfield, 
James Warfield, J. C. Pullen, Sr., and Georgia 
Pullen, who began to worship in a small house. 
In August 1925 the Assistant State overseer, 
Elder Lewis Caruthers from Charleston, Mo., 
came and organized the church and served as 
the first Pastor. They worshiped in the Himmel 
school building and was called the Church of 
God in Christ at Himmel, Mo. 
The Church prospered very much under the 
leadership of Elder Caruthers, who served until 
June 1931, when he was succeeded by Elder 
James Warfield, who pastored until 1934 and he 
was succeeded by Elder Charles Johnson of 
Charleston, Mo. He served until 1943 when he 
was succeeded by Elder B. S. Pullen, who 
served until 1948. He was succeeded by Elder 
Mose Bolis of Wyatt, Mo., who served until 
Oct. 1955, when he was succeeded by Elder 
Norris T. Pullen, who is the present pastor. 
In 1947 under the leadership of Elder B. S. 
Pullen, we bought the present tract of land 
for the church and for a church cotton crop on 
land rented from Mr. E. P. Coleman ofSikeston 
and church rallies, we bagan to build the church. 
We were blessed to move 
into the building in 
March 1950 under Elder Boles, pastor and Elder 
Norris T. Pullen, assistant. 
When the little town of Himmel moved away, 
we became known as the Church of God in 
Christ at Bell City, Mo.

I was appointed pastor at Kennett, Mo., on 
Feb. 25, 1965. We have a lovely group down there 
and the Lord is blessing there.

HAYTJ -- Nearly 200 civic and 
school leaders from the Dunk­ 
lin - Pemiscot - New Madrid 
county area met and agreed to 
begin 
the 
preliminary steps 
necessary for the formation of 
the propo&ed Bootheel Junior 
College. 
Persons from the thrae-coun-

NEW YORK AP — How do 
you measure the affluence of the 
affluent American people? To­ 
day's society got its title of 
affluent 
partly because total 
personal incomes have risen to 
a record high but also because 
total consumer spending 
has 
risen just as fast. 
Income is commonly used as 
the measure of affluence and 
spending as the manifestation 
of it. 
But there are other factors in 
a definitive summing up of the 
economic status of Americans 
as individuals or as a group. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has totted up all 
the latest available figures. It 
reports 
that personal assets 
have risen 
to a record 
high 
along with personal incomes— 
but that personal indebtedness 
also has hit new highs. 
Fortunately, the financial as­ 
se ts of individuals top their 
debts by a sizable margin. This 
puts an apparently still solid 
base tmtter fht? affttience which 
the income and spending figures 
portray. 
The SEC puts personal finan­ 
cial saving at a record $34 
billion.

exam ple,

surance and pension reserves 
rose $13 billion in the year 
to a total of $208.7 billion. 
Federal government insurance 
and pension reserves went up 
by $5 billion to $61.8 billion.

China. Frank Tuohy, a British 
author who 1s now an instructor 
at Waseda University in Japan, 
has just visited China. This is 
one of the uncensored articles 
he brought out. 


By FRANK TUOHY 
SHANGHAI (AP) — Fright­ 
ening ignorance and prejudice 
about foreigners exist every­ 
where in China. It was one of 
the constant things I experi­ 
enced on my first visit there. 


Traditionally the Emperor of 
China believed that all foreign­ 
e rs had come to pay him trib­ 
ute. In those days visitors were 
known as foreign devils; today 
they are called foreign friends. 


Even 
today, when tourists 
from all Western countries ex­ 
cept America are allowed in to 


the big cities, a foreigner is 
something of a su rp rise. Even 
the cars — nearly all cars are 


foreign, som etim es 
American 
or British, 
but mostly 
East 
European - provided,by 
the 
tourist service attrack crowds 


wherever they are parked. Mild 
but friendly stare s of curiosity 
surround you until you soon be­ 
come used to them. And chil­ 
dren clap when they hear the 
words "foreign friends.'* 
Whether friends of devils, 
foreigners 
still 
pose 
prob­ 
lem s for the Chinese. 
Referring to the unmentionable 
Russians, a Chinese lady told 
me. 
‘We 
have lost our best 
friends.” How, I wonder, can 
the welcome extended to foreign 
visitors be reconciled with the 
hate campaign which by now 
includes not only the UJS. im­ 
perialists but also the Khru­ 
shchev revisionists, the Castro 
revisionists, and other lackeys 
and flunkeys too numerous to 
mention? 
We were told that children 
learn to distinguish between the 
perhaps innocent foreigner and 
his wicked governmental sy s­ 
tem. But how can they know 
that the foreigner is innocent if 
they are kept ignorant of hi.*; 
world, his history and culture? 
I visited a university English 
class where students, though 
drilled to pronounce such tongue 
tw isters as "Bureaucracy, im­ 
perialist, revisiionsim ," were 
taught nothing about America 


or Britain, except that NegroeB 
are whipped for smoking in tht 
street, and that British children 
are still crowding into Oliver 
Twist’ s workhouse. Ilierew ere 
lib raries of British and Am eri­ 
can books on the campus but 
the last date of withdrawal in 
the m ass of the books I leafed 
through was 1948. 
Inside the schools and in the 


streets, posters still show Ne­ 
groes, W esterners and Chinese, 
striding arm in arm toward a 
proletarian future. But word has 
gone round the new countries, a 
foreign diplomat told me, ofthe 
difficult life for em bassy offi­ 
cials in Peking. African diplo­ 
mats unlucky enough to be post­ 
ed to China find them selves ex­ 
iled tor years and years, since 
no one at home wants to replace 
them. In Peking's only bar, on 
the sixth floor of the Hsin Chiao 
Hotel, Japanese, German and 
British businessmen play bil­ 
liard s. Peking evenings offer 
them nothing else. 
"F oreign ers? Western busi­ 
nessmen lie drunk in the corri­ 
dors and ask tor prostitutes/' 
one female guide told me in a 
shocked voice. 
They don’t, but one would 


sympathize if they did.

THE SUPREME COURT 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
A Review of the 1964 Term 


CRIMINAL LAW; 
SEARCH & SEIZURE 
The rule excluding evidence 
obtained through an unreason­ 
able search and seizure, ennun- 
ciated in 1961 in Mapp v. Ohio, 
spawned a considerable number 
of cases in the Supreme Court 
during the 1964 term . Much to 
the relief of all (except jail­ 
birds), Mr. Justice Clark, who 
has a long background in crim ­ 
inal law enforcement in the ju s­ 
tice Department, wrote a prag­ 
matic opinion holding that Mapp 
does not apply retroactively to 
cases finally decided before 
this decision came down. The 
prospect of Mapp’s unleashing 
a host of convicts has there­ 
fore been foreclosed. The Court 
also held that Mapp applies to 
State 
proceedings 
forfeiting 
property for violation of a non­ 
criminal or quasi-criminal law. 
Mr. Justice Black reiterated his 
opposition to Federal enforce­ 
ment of an exclusionary rule 
because “ That seems to me to 
be amending the Constitution, 
which is the business of the 
people, 
not interpreting 
it, 
which is the business of the 
courts.” One wonders how that 
admirable sentiment could have 
been so completely overlooked 
in race relations and reappor­ 
tionment cases. 
The Court continued to fill 
out the contours of Mapp this 
past term . In Beck v. Ohio, 
over the protests of Justices 
Clark, 
Black 
and 
Harla, it 
erected itself into a seconci 
trial court and reviewed in de­ 
tail the evidence as to whether 
a police officer had probable 
cause to arrest a suspect and 
search him. Since the Ohio 
Supreme 
Court, 
below, was 
divided on this point, it is 
probable 
that any group of 
judges might well disagree with 
e.tch other. But appeals have 
to stop someplace, and one 
wonders along with the dis­ 
senters 
whether 
the 
United 
States Supreme Court is the best 
place 
for reconsidering the 
weight to be given to testimony 
at trial. 
In a kindred case, the Court 
reversed a Texas decision re­ 
fusing 
to return 
fourteen 
c.irtons of books, papers, and 


records seized under a sweep­ 
ing search warrant designed to 
investigate Communist activity 
in Texas. Fortunately, the Court 
indicated 
in a case involving 
Federal agents that it was pre­ 
pared to sustain warrants that 
have been reasonably, if not 
precisely, drawn. Presumably, 
this decision will be applied 
in cases originating in State 
courts. State police officers 
who 
are 
reasonably careful 
should have no cause for alarm , 
although one hopes that the 
Supreme Court does not intend 
to begin reading all of the search 
warrants issued of which a dis­ 
appointed criminal may want to 
litigate the validity. 
Probably the most disturbing 
case 
involving 
search 
and 
seizure decided last term was 
one that turned on the validity 
of 
a Mississippi state 
pro­ 
cedural rule requiring an objec­ 
tion to the introduction of evi­ 
dence to be raised at the earliest 
possible moment, at the time 
evidence was sought to be in­ 
troduced. The Court held that 
counsel’s failure to do so might 
not have been a waiver of the 
point because of a vague state­ 
ment made in a motion for a 
directed verdict at the close 
of the prosecution’s evidence. 
The court sent the matter back 
to the State court for a further 
determination, over the dis­ 
sent of Mr. Justice Black, who 
wanted the Mississippi rule ig­ 
nored at once. Justices Clark, 
Stewart, and Harlan dissented, 
the latter writing; 
“ Flying banners of federal­ 
ism, 
the 
Court’s 
opinion 
actually raises storm signals of 
a most disquieting nature. While 
purporting to recognize the tra­ 
ditional principle that an ade­ 
quate procedural, as well as 
substantive, State ground of de­ 
cision bars direct review here 
of any Federal claim asserted in 
the State litigation, the Court, 
unless I wholly misconceive 
what is 
lurking in 
today’s 
opinion, portends a severe dilu­ 
tion, if not complete abolition, 
of the concept of “ adequacy” 
as pertaining 
to State 
pro­ 
cedural grounds.” 
By holding that counsel can 
save 
his 
objection, 
not- 
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withstanding a State procedural 
rule to the contrary, and still 
have his point considered, an 
opening wedge is given to a trial 
lawyer to have his cake and eat 
it too, viz., he can see how the 
trial is going with the tainted 
evidence in, and if he finds 
it useful, refrain from object­ 
ing; otherwise, raise the point 
later. Even if it is contended, 
as here, that the failure to 
object 
was an ««honest 
mis­ 
take-,” the difficulty of trying 
what is in each lawyer’s mind 
is very considerable. Proving 
a conscious waiver may require 
a trial within a trial. This is 
what the Court required. It is 
therefore little wonder that the 
layman thinks a criminal case 
can go on as long as his money 
lasts.

EAST PR AIRE — When Lonnie 
M. Adkisson, 21, former star 
athlete at East Prairie high 
school was paralyzed in a swim­ 
ming pool accident trom his 
shoulder down, he thought it 
was a blessing in disguise. He 
is determined to become inde­ 
pendent as he embarks on a new 
ca reer. 


“ I feel my handicap has been 
a blessing to me. It has given 
me a different outlook on life," 
he said. 
He is the son of Mrs. Gilbert 
Adkisson, who lives on route 
105, near the eastern city limits. 
He received his high school 
diploma May 31, 1963. 
The next afternoon, he and his 
brother Robert, a lower class­ 
man, and a chum, Danny Dotson, 
another graduate, went to the 
city’s swimming pool. 
Each took turns in diving from 
the high board. 
It was on the “ fifth or sixth 
dive" 
said Lonnie Adkisson, 
“ when the diving boardbrokein 
the center and slivered, throw­ 
ing 
me to the edge ot the 
sloping part ot the pool into the 
shallow part head first. 
“ The lifeguard, Charles Hat- 
chel, saw what happened, and I 
was conscious all the while. He 
told them to get an ambulance. 
It was only a short time until 
I was in the Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital, Sikeston, 
and then for only a few min­ 


utes." 


“ I remembered 
the doctor 
there advising my mother to 
have me taken to the Baptist 
Hospital in Memphis, as my 
neck was broken and he could 
do nothing for m e." 
Donnie recalls the pre-oper­ 
ation day when “ my pain was 
almost unbearable." 
“ They would not give me any 
pain killer," he recalled, “ un­ 
til the operation had been per­ 
formed, in order that the suc­ 
cess or failure of the nerve 
system could be found. I well 
recall biting my lips so severely 
that I drew blood, but I held on 
during the seven-hour opera­ 
tion. 
“ I remained in the hospital 
seven weeks and started re­ 
gaining the use of my hands and 
arm s. The cervical in my neck 
bone had been crushed, and the 
surgeons had to remove bone 
particles to 
relieve the pres­ 
sure from my spinal cord. As 
I mentioned before, I remember 
most of the operation, because 
I 
was without any anesthetic 
during most of it. 
“ In July, 1963, I was taken to 
the Jewish Hospital in St. Louis, 
where I spent the next 14 months, 
and showed improvement with 
arm s and hands so that I was 
able to learn to do a few things. 
“ I 
improved enough that I 
had an ambition to go on to 
college, and entered Southeast 
Missouri State at Cape G irar­ 


deau, driving 110 miles each day 
with friends. After one and a 
half sem esters, I had to give 
it up as too much of a strain, 
due 
to 
the hills 
and the 
weather." 
He had been given a scholar­ 
ship as an all-conference center 
in football, and had starred in 
track in shotput, discus, and 
pole vaulting. He was only of 
average size and weight. 
He made a trip to Oklahoma 
State 
Tech., 
Okmulgee, but 
found that he would not be able 
to receive any additional train­ 
ing for a handicapped person, 
and decided to take training with 
the Community Business Asso­ 
ciates, for the handicapped, and 
has trained in his home since 
Feb. 8 of this year. 
E arlier he had an antique shop 
and sold guns until he took a 
franchise with the CBSA. 
He has now opened his own 
shop at the eastern city limits 
and is equipped to do copying 
jobs. 
“ I have done quite a bit of 
work in the past two months, 
but there is a limit, since our 
town is small, and I intend to 
branch out," he said. “ I plan 
to be a real estate broker with 
a 
motor club, and will also 
advance in other fields. 
“ I have resigned myself to 
my handicap, but it has given 
me power and strength to sit 
down and plan a future, and 
within the next 10 years I hope 
to be financially independent."

MISSOURI 
In the 
state of 
Missouri, 
205.000 people live wholly or 
in very substantial part upon 
incomes earned directly from 
cotton. These include 36,000 
people living 
on cotton farms 
and 58,000 others whose bread­ 
winners are seasonal workers 
on cotton farm s. The remaining 
111.000 consist of people whose 
income earners work in gins or 
for apparel manufacturers, plus 
cotton’s pro rata share of those 
living on incomes from farm 
supply stores, merchandising 
operations, etc. 
This by no means tells the 
whole story because statistics 
are not available on the people 
working in oil mills and cotton 
warehouses; and there is noway 
to compute the number of em ­ 
ployees concerned with cotton 
in banks, insurance agencies, 
department 
stores, 
motor 
frieght lines, and many other 
fields. 
The cash receipts from cotton 
and 
cottonseed by Missouri 
farm ers during calendar years 
1962 and 1963 averaged $84 
million. This makes cotton the 
second most important cash 
crop next to soybeans, despite

WASHINGTON « When Victor 
Wickersham, Oklahoma Demo­ 
crat, first came to congress, 
back in the 1940s 
he made a 
speech in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives in which he said: 
"I am a poor man.” He advo­ 
cated an increase in congres­ 
sional salaries. 
Today, the congressman from 
Mangum, Okla., is trying to get 
back in congress, even though 
congressional salaries are low. 
But this time he can't claim 
he is poor. For in the files 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission is a statement in 
which Wickersham applies to 
buy radio station KREKinSapul- 
pa, showing that his net worth 
is $1,579,789 and that in 90 days 
he sold over $3 million worth 
of life insurance. 
Just how the poor boy who 
once listed himself in the con­ 
gressional 
directory 
as 
"reared on a cotton, wheat 
and dairy farm ,” made him­ 
self 
a 
millionaire 
is a 
fascinating story. 
During much of this time he 
was serving in congress, yet 
the money kept rolling in. Here 
is the inside story of how he 
made himself a millionaire: 
First he got his 72-year-old 
father a job on Uncle Sam's 
payroll as a library of congress 
watchman and Capitol Hill ele­ 
vator operator. This saved fern- 
ily upkeep. 
Second he ran a used- car 
lot on a rent • free congres­ 
sional parking lot with the taxes 
paid for by Uncle Sam. 
He also put Jam es W. Tay­ 
lor on the congressional pay­ 
roll at the rate of $7,720 a 
year, though Taylor was then 
traveling 
as a commission 
salesman for the Herd Equip­ 
ment company in Oklahoma. 
Taylor 
claimed 
he 
was 
sampling voter sentiment for 
the congressman. 
“ HE'S A LIAR” 
Wickersham also conducted 
real estate buying and selling 
on the side and put Lloyd Mat­ 
thews in his Washington real 
estate office at 
a congres­ 
sional salary of $2,298. The 
salary was paid by all the tax­ 
payers but was used to operate 
a private real estate office. 
When the congressm an's fi­ 
nancial operations were pub­ 


lished in this column, he re­ 
sorted to the usual defense of a 
-public official caught in the 
act — he called me a " lia r.” 
Simultaneously 
Matthews 
wrote this letter to Aubrey 
Witt, 
also 
on Wickersham's 
• staff: 
"M r. Wickersham told me... 
to keep my mouth shut. Amaz­ 
ing how a man’s magnanimity 
increases 
in 
direct propor­ 
tion to the duress under which 
he 
is subjected. 
He, out 
of the clear blue sky, asked 
me how I would like to help 
with the 
census. . . adding 
whipped cream to the dessert, 
he continued: ‘How would you 
like to go to West Point?” ' 
Though Victor made a pre­ 
tense of turning his real estate 
business over to his brother- 
in-law after that, actually 
he 
continued more active than ever 
- and made more money than 
ever. 
He had an uncanny knowledge 
of where the government was 
going to buy property and was 
Johnny-on-the-spot in buying all 
around it. 
He snapped up land in the 
vicinity of the air force aca­ 
demy in Colorado Springs; ac­ 
quired 882.5 acres on the edge 
of the Everglades National Park 
in Florida; made a cool $185,- 
000 profit in less than a year 
on Maryland 
land which the 
geological survey contemplated 
buying. 
Wickersham also arranged— 
together with Rep. Frank Boy­ 
kin of Mobile, Ala., later 
on 
convicted of a conflict 
of in­ 
terest •• for options on 
5,- 
300 acres of land 
outside 
Washington selected by the air 
force for a signal installation. 
Wickersham was then a mem­ 
ber of the House Armed Ser­ 
vices committee which handled 
air force problems. 
That’s part of the story on 
how the cotton • pickin’ con­ 
gressm an from Oklahoma was 
able to build up a net worth 
of million and a half dollars. „

WHAT DID LBJ INTERRUPT? 
When Ken Galbraith, the Har­ 
vard professor who made his­ 
tory as Kennedy’s Ambassador 
to India, wrote his speech to 


be delivered before Americans 
for Democratic Action, he sent 
_ a copy, in advance, to the White 
House. 
He was not required to do 
this, since he has been out of 
government for three years. 
- However, since the speech was 
critical 
of some 
important 
figures in and around the John­ 
son administration, he did so 
as a courtesy. 


The speech was a brilliant 
defense of the President. It re­ 
minded ADA liberals that John­ 
son had inherited the Viet Nam 
war, that the moves he 
had 
made in the war were not im­ 
pulsive personal decisions, but 
the considered judgment of the 
National Security Council, and 
that LBJ had been "a force for 
restraint against the old foreign 
policy.” 
He described the architects

Saint.” 


While he did not spell out the 
details, 
Prof. Galbraith knew

In order to get the hand­ 
outs, Latin American countries 
were to be required to make 
basic changes in their govern­ 
ment, evonomy and way of life 
so as to organize themselves in 
a manner more satisfactory to 
the aid planners in Washington. 
One of the biggest projects 
of the Alliance for Progress was 
Brazil. Hundreds of millions of 
dollars were given to the gov­ 
ernment of the farleft form er 
president of Brazil, Goulart.

cepted, and his cooperation with 
communists ignored. Finally, 
at the very last moment, only 
a splendid patriotic uprising of 
the Brazilian people overthrew 
Goulart and prevented a com­ 
munist takeover of Brazil. 
The Washington aid bureau­ 
crats did not learn from this 
or any other lesson. The Al­ 
liance for Progress continues 
to be in effect an alliance for 
socialism. While Latin Amer­ 
ican 
governments 
strangle 
private capital, both foreign 
-and domestic, in red tape, Al­ 
liance for Progress funds go 
to state-owned socialistic en­ 
terprises. In some cases, Al­ 
liance 
for Progress 
dollars 
have actually financed govern­ 
ment seizure and operation of 
businesses which had been pri­ 
vately owned.

Mr. Weber, a hulking ex-prize 
fighter, gained prominence in 
the outerworld recently when 
he

Economic Advisers to go 
to 
hell. 
They had had the temerity to 
invite in this regional president 
of the nation's strongest, pace- 
setting, wage-making Operating 
Engineers' Union, Local 825 
-- and tell him that his demand 
for a $54-a-week raise per man 
was inflationary. That was in 
March. 
He later 
strangely 
agreed to submit to "final and 
binding arbitration.” 
There 
have since been 
a 
series of meetings. Last Mon­ 
day (April 25) 
Mr. Weber 
sat in on one of those sessions 
- an extremely secretive one 
— and heard the results of a 
new York management firm 's 
analysis of his contract 
de­ 
mands. 
When asked to comment on the 
management firm 's analysis of 
what he calls his "super-super 
contract,” Mr. Weber reverted 
to his elemental eloquence. 
"It stunk,” said he. 
All this might delight the soul 
of my late friend Damon Runyon. 
But it's not easing the blood 
pressure 
of 
White 
House 
specialists 
and 
contractors 
handling some $200 million in 
N. J. federal construction work. 
Though Mr. W eber's influence 
sprawls over New YorkandNew 
Jersey, as he goes so goes the 
nation's building and construc­ 
tion costs. Those two words 
could cost the country hundreds 
of millions of dollars in in­ 
creased slum clearance, urban 
rehabilitation, school building, 
road « making, bridge and con­ 
struction costs. 
For at 10 o'clock Monday 
morning Mr. Weber went to 
Room 3428 in the Labor Dept, 
for a meeting at which every­ 
body was sworn to true-blue 
secrecy. 
Mr. Weber was there because 
he had agreed, much to the sur­ 
prise and delight of the White 
House, to accept "final 
and 
binding 
arbitration” by Labor 
Secy. Wirtz and New 
Jersey 
Labor Commissioner Raymond 
Male. 
But the earthy Mr. Weber and 
the simple folk of the 
Labor 
Dept, 
appear 
to 
have 
no 
semantic empathy. 


By four o'clock he apparently 
had decided he did not like what 
he heard during the rare sub­ 
mission to arbitration of a con­ 
struction union's contract de­ 
mands involving anything which 
cost money.

Now

Weber wants his members once 
more to vote on this "final 
and binding arbitration” to de­ 
cide whether it is really final 
and on whom it is binding. 
Since 
Mr. Weber again ap­ 
pears to be seeking a $1.35-an- 
hour increase, the President's 
anti • inflation guidepost seems 
to be left behind. 
At this moment the 
White 
House has called for the meet­ 
ing of the President's Advisory 
Committee On Labor Manage­ 
ment Policy. That is scheduled 
for early May. 
It 
will be 
followed by a 
plenum of the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council. Of course, the 
President's ceiling on wages 
and prices will be the central 
motif of the sessions as well 
as of a White House dinner to 
which Mr. Johnson has invited 
the labor leaders. 
The labor leaders will make 
every effort to raise 
the 
roof on 
wages. 
Since Mr. 
George Meany is in the hospital

On Wednesday Pope Paul VI and Soviet Foreign 
M blister Andrei Gromyko made history by meet­ 
ing at the Vatican. The session was stripped of 
the usual religious fanfare given such visits 
but it marked the first papal audience ever given 
a minister of a Communist government. 
The two men agreed on the need to work to­ 
gether. They met and talked for 45 minutes, 
which indicates an extensive conversation.

Wisconsin's Young Republicans open a three- 
day convention on Friday, April 29.

With 
more courage than political acumen, the Young 
Democrats approved a plank calling for "aboli­ 
tion of all legal restriction on sexual relations 
between consenting adults which do not violate 
the rights of others."

Opponents maintain that such 
laws are unenforceable and benefit only black­ 
mailers. The latter view has been gaining ground 
in recent years, as evidenced by the repeal of 
numerous state birth-control laws and by current 
challenges to anti-abortion and anti-miscegena­ 
tion statutes. 
There's no telling how politically potent sex 
may be, but Wisconsin's Republicans probably 
will try to find out. The G.O.P. presidential tic­ 
ket swept to victory in 1952 with the slogan 
"Communism, Corruption and Korea." Now Ody 
Fish, the Wisconsin Republican chairman, has 
been urged to adopt "Sex and Saigon" as the 
1966 battle cry in America's Dairyland.

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U.S. Troops Destroy 


Viet Cong Supplies 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Associated 
Press photographer Horst Faas 
accompanied a large force of 
U. S. 1st 
In&ntry 
Division 
troops this week on a drive to­ 
ward 
the Cambodian border. 
They found and destroyed a big 
Viet Cong supply center. Here 
is his report.

RACH BENG GO 
RIV ER, 
South Viet Nam A P — Ameri­ 
can troops 
were 
destroying 
hundreds of tons of Viet Cong 
supplies found in a complex of 
warehouses at the heart of a 
vast network of jungle supply 
lines. 
Hacking into jungles and dig­ 
ging through tunnels along the 
Cambodian border just7 0 miles 
from Saigon, troops of the 1st 
Infantry Division discovered at 
least 30 large caches of rice, 
salt cooking oil and clothing. 
The supply camp was a vital 
stop 
on what is commonly 
called the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 
But here the trail is an interna­ 
tional 
waterway — the Rach 
Beng Go River. 
The 
river winds 
20 miles 
through C Zone, a dense jungle 
dominated for decades by the 
Viet Cong, and forms the border 
between Cambodia and South 
Viet Nam. 
It 
connects 
w'ith 
several 
west into Cambodia and south 
into Viet Nam's Mekong Delta. 
Last Sunday the entire field 
force of the 1st Division, joined 
by a 
Vietnamese 
division, 
launched a 
giant operation 
named Birmingham to destroy 
Viet Cong supply and communi­ 
cation lanes in the area. 
A day • long airlift brought 
thousands of combat troops to a 
forward base near Tay Ninh. A 
convoy 60 miles long poured in 
heavy equipment 
from the 1st 
Division base camp 10 miles 
north of Saigon. Nearly 100 heli­ 
copters landed several battal­ 
ions in jungle clearings parallel 
to the border. 
For three days the infcmtry. 
men battled the thick jungle but 
found nothing. Solitary snipers 
took a daily toll. Scores of men 
collapsed in broiling heat that 
soared to 107 degrees every aft­ 
ernoon. 
Late Tuesday a platoon came 
to a clearing where the trees 
had been chopped down. Boards 
made from the timber were in 
stacks. 
Small patrols fanned out, and 
each found trails that coverged 
at a point alongside the Rach 
Beng Go River. 
Suddenly the men came on a 
large tin • roofed storage hut. 
It held about 90 sacks of com­ 
mercially 
bagged, 
polished 
rice. Each sack weighed 
220 
pounds. 
Many of them were stenciled 
with the names of 
shipping 
firms in Formosa, Penang, Ma­ 
laysia and Singapore. Others 
were U. S. aid sacks. At one 
pound a day, this cache alone 
would feed 2,000 enemy troops 
for 100 days. 
American 
patrols 
quickly 
moved down the river banks. 
One squad leader reported an­ 
other 100 tons of rice loose in 
bins. Another found 50 tons of 
rock salt. Another found bundles 
of plastic material for ponchos, 
stacked 10 feet high and filling 
a warehouse the size of a large 
truck. 
Sheets of tin were stacked six 
feet high. There were hundreds 
of 
gallons 
of 
cooking oil. A 
nearby company found 800 black 
shirts and trousers. 
Not a shot was fired. There 
was no sign of life. 
A woman's cloth bag was dis­ 
covered along a jungle trail. 
Together with love letters were 
bank notes from North Viet 
Nam, South Viet Nam and Cam­ 
bodia. An intelligence officer 
picked out a piece of paper. It 
said: "Received for rice—224,- 
000 piasters," equivalent on the 
official South Vietnamese ex­ 
change to a little more than $3,- 


000. The receipt apparently was 
for a truckload of rice. 
Alpha Company had found the 
heart of a distribution center. 
Goods — apparently purchased 
in large markets, possibly ir 
Cambodia — moved along the 
river in barges. 
Traveling along the river was 
safe for the Viet Cong and its 
commercial friends. American 
and Vietnamese forces are not 
allowed to fire on or beyond the 
river unless they are fired on 
first. 
Once inside 
South Viet Nam, 
the goods reached Viet Cong 
fighting units over hidden trails. 
It was carried on human backs, 
oxcarts and sometimes trucks. 
Trails fanning out from the dis­ 
tribution 
center showed foot­ 
prints, hoofmarks and the cart- 
wheel ruts. 
Captured documents revealed 
that the massive operation was 
administered by two Viet Cong 
logistic companies. 
As the troops searched, Amer 
ican jets and helicopters strafed 
and bombed the jungle around 
them. As the planes passed over 
Cambodian territory, 
shots 
were fired at them. The bullets 
did no damage and the aircraft 
did not fire back. 
Reports continued to come in 
of more finds. Alpha Company 
alone accounted for more than 
350 tons of goods. 
Division command decided it 
was too big a job to carry the 
goods out and it was too danger­ 
ous to have million-dollar cargo 
helicopters brought in so close 
to the border, across which ene­ 
my machine gunners could lie 
in wait. The goods had to be 
destroyed.

Cotton Research and Promotion 
Investment Can Pay Big Returns 


Mississippi leaders and others 
attending the National 
Cotton 
Council annual meeting at Jack­ 
sonville, Florida this past week 
favor swift passage of enabling 
legislation which will permit 
cotton producers to establish an 
effective research and promo­ 
tion program. 
C. G. Cortright of 
Rolling 
Fork, retiring president, and 
now chairman of the Board, un­ 
derscored the importance of 
such a program in his keynote 
speech at the convention. If 
we are to get carryover under 
control and have an expanding 
production base in the cotton 
industry, he said, we must move 
out and win bigger markets for 
our fiber. 
Public hearings are scheduled 
soon on a bill introduced in Con­ 
gress by Rep. Harold D. Cooley

The Church of God in Christ first came to thtw. 
community on January 8, 1924 by a band of 
Saints that moved from Schlater, Miss., who 
were members of a church there. Pastored 
by Elder Jonas Jackson, founded by BishopC.H. 
Mason of Memphis, Term. 
Among this group was the families of E. W. 
Warfield, William Warfield, Walter Warfield, 
James Warfield, J. C. Pullen, Sr., and Georgia 
Pullen, who began to worship in a small house.

March 1950 under Elder Boles, pastor and Elder 
Norris T. Pullen, assistant. 
When the little town of Himmel moved away, 
we became known as the Church of God in 
Christ at Bell City, Mo.

SHANGHAI (AP) — Fright­ 
ening ignorance and prejudice 
about foreigners exist every­ 
where in China. It was one of 
the constant things I experi­ 
enced on my first visit there. 


Traditionally the Emperor of 
China believed that all foreign­ 
ers had come to pay him trib­ 
ute. In those days visitors were 
known as foreign devils; today 
they are called foreign friends. 


Even 
today, when tourists 
from all Western countries ex­ 
cept America are allowed in to 


the big cities, a foreigner is 
something of a surprise. Even 
the cars — nearly all cars are 


foreign, sometimes 
American 
or British, 
but mostly 
East 
European - provided by 
the 
tourist service attrack crowds 


wherever they are parked. Mild 
but friendly stares of curiosity 
surround you until you soon be­ 
come used to them. And chil­ 
dren clap when they hear the 
words "foreign friends." 
Whether friends of devils, 
foreigners 
still 
pose 
prob­ 
lems for the Chinese. 
Referring to the unmentionable 
Russians, a Chinese lady told 
me. 
‘We have lost our best 
friends." How, I wonder, can 
the welcome extended to foreign 
visitors be reconciled with the 
hate campaign which by now 
includes not only the UJS. im­ 
perialists but also the Khru­ 
shchev revisionists, the Castro 
revisionists, and other lackeys 
and flunkeys too numerous to 
mention? 
We were told that children 
learn to distinguish between the 
perhaps innocent foreigner and 
his wicked governmental sys­ 
tem. But how can they know 
that the foreigner is innocent if 
they are kept ignorant of hi.'; 
world, his history and culture? 
I visited a university English 
class where students, though 
drilled to pronounce such tongue 
twisters as ‘‘Bureaucracy, im­ 
perialist, revisiionsim ," were 
taught nothing about America 


or Britain, except that Negroef 
are whipped for smoking in the 
street, and that British children 
are still crowding into Oliver 
Twist’s workhouse. There were 
libraries of British and Ameri­ 
can books on the campus but 
the last date of withdrawal In 
the mass of the books I leafed 
through was 1948. 
Inside the schorls and in the 
streets, posters still show Ne­ 
groes, W esterners and Chinese, 
striding arm in arm toward a 
proletarian future. But word has 
gone round the new countries, a 
foreign diplomat told me, of the 
difficult life for embassy offi­ 
cials in Peking. African diplo­ 
mats unlucky enough to be post­ 
ed to China find themselves ex­ 
iled fbr years and years, since 
no one at home wants to replace 
them. In Peking's only bar, on 
the sixth floor of the Hsin Chiao 
Hotel, Japanese, German and 
British businessmen play bil­ 
liards. Peking evenings offer 
them nothing else. 
"Foreigners? Western busi­ 
nessmen lie drunk in the corri­ 
dors and ask for prostitutes," 
one female guide told me in a 
shocked voice. 
They don’t, but one would 
sympathize if they did.

The SEC puts personal finan­ 
cial saving at a record $34 
billion.

to a total of $208.7 billion.

To­ 
day's society *ot Its title of 
affluent partly because total 
personal incomes have risen to 
a record high but also because 
total consumer spending 
has 
risen just as fast. 
Income is commonly used as 
the measure of affluence and 
spending as the manifestation 
of It. 
But there are other factors in 
a definitive summing up of the 
economic status of Americans 
as Individuals or as a group. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has totted up all 
the latest available figures, it 
reports 
that personal assets 
have risen to a record high 
along with personal incomes— 
but that personal indebtedness 
also has hit new highs. 
Fortunately, the financial as­ 
sets of Individuals top their 
debts by a sizable margin. This 
puts an apparently still solid 
base onder ffrb affltlenfe which 
the income and spending figures 
portray. 
The SEC puts personal finan­ 
cial saving at a record $34 
billion. 
But there are other 
forms that assets take.

example,

surance and pension reserves 
rose $13 billion In the year 
to a total of $208.7 billion. 
Federal government Insurance 
and pension reserves went up 
by $5 billion to $61.8 billion.

Ignorance and Prejudice 
Exist Everywhere in China 


EDITOR’S NOTE — UJB. re- 
porters are not admitted to Red 
China. Frank TUohy, a British 
author who Is now an Instructor 
at Waaeda University in Japan, 
has just visited China. This is 
one of the uncensored articles 
he brought out. 


By FRANK TUOHY 
SHANGHAI (AP) — Fright­ 
ening ignorance and prejudice 
about foreigners exist every­ 
where In China. It was one of 
the constant things I experi­ 
enced on my first visit there. 


Traditionally the Emperor of 
China believed that all foreign­ 
ers had come to pay him trib­ 
ute. In those days visitors were 
known as foreign devils; today 
they are called foreign friends. 


Even today, when tourists 
from all Western countries ex­ 
cept America are allowed In to 


the big cities, a foreigner Is 
something of a surprise. Even 
the cars — nearly all cars are 


foreign, sometimes American 
or British, but mostly East 
European - provided by the 
tourist service att rack crowds 


wherever they are parked. Mild 
but friendly stares of curiosity 
surround you until you soon lie- 
come. used to them. And chil­ 
dren clap when they hear the 
words "foreign friends.” 
Whether friends of devils, 
foreigners 
still 
pose prob­ 
lems for the Chinese. 
Referring to the unmentionable 
Russians, a chinese lady told 
me. "We have lost our best 
friends.” How, I wonder, can 
the welcome extended to foreign 
visitors tie reconciled with the 
hate campaign which by now 
includes not only the U £. im­ 
perialists but also the Khru­ 
shchev revisionists, the Castro 
revisionists, and other lackeys 
and flunkeys too numerous to 
mention? 
We were told that children 
learn to distinguish between the 
perhaps innocent foreigner and 
his wicked governmental sys­ 
tem. But how can they know 
that the foreigner is innocent lf 
they are kept ignorant of hin 
world, his history and culture? 
I visited a university English 
class where students, though 
drilled to pronounce such tongue 
twisters as "Bureaucracy, im­ 
perialist, revisltonslm,” were 
taught nothing about America 


or Britain, except that Negroes 
are whipped for smoking in th# 
street, and that British children 
are still crowding into diver 
Twist's workhouse. There were 
libraries of British and Ameri­ 
can books on the campus but 
the last date of withdrawal in 
the mass of the books I leafed 
through was 1948. 
Inside the schorl*, and In the 
streets, posters still show Ne­ 
groes, Westerners and Chinese, 
striding arm in arm toward a 
proletarian future. But word has 
gone round the new countries,! 
foreign diplomat told me, of the 
difficult life for embassy offi­ 
cials In Peking. African diplo­ 
mats unlucky enough to be post­ 
ed to China find themselves ex­ 
iled for years and years, since 
no one at home wants to replace 
them. In Peking’s only bar, on 
the sixth floor of the Hsln Chiao 
Hotel, Japanese, German and 
British businessmen play bil­ 
liards. Peking evenings offer 
them nothing else. 
"Foreigners? Western busi­ 
nessmen lie drunk in the corri­ 
dors and ask for prostitutes,” 
one female guide told me in a 
shocked voice. 
They don't, but one would 
sympathize lf they did.
